EXPLOSION OF A 
MOUNTAIN. 


Blown to Pieces by Steam Generated With- 


in—Hundred* of AapaneM Killed. 


Previous to July 15, 1888, Mount 


IBandal, a time-cleft peak four thou< 
•and eight hundred feet in height, was 
{the most conspicuous object in the 
mountain range lying- from one hun- 
dred to one hundred and fifty miles 
north of Tokio, the chief city of Japan. 
OB the day mentioned it was literally 
•Vent in twain" and "blown off the 
face of the earth" by the expansive 
power of steam which bad generated 
'within it. From the earliest times ol 
which there is any record streams of 
eold water had been plunging under 
itbe peak on one side and escaping in 
the shape of steam and boiling hot 
water on the other. That the "escape 
•valve" was not sufficient to let off all 
(the steam generated in the passage of 
(the water through the red-hot interior 
of the peak is evident because of the 
fact that when the pressure became 
too great the aides of the 'mount- 
ain yielded, just -as a boiler would 
jbave 
done 
under 
like 
circum- 


stances, and «n immense explosion 
rwas the result. The . explosion is 
eaid to have been heard a distance of 
over a thousand miles and :to have 
caused absolute darkness in the vicin- 
ity of the exploded peak upward of 
three hoars, during which time "perfect 
torrents t»f hot water and mud were 
ipoured down from the immense heights 
to which they had been hurled by the 
force of the "pent-up furies" which 
(caused the disaster. The debris which 
ifell after the explosion covered an area 
of abont forty-four thounand acres, to 
• depth varying from ten to one hun- 
dred feet OB an average, and in one 
place, where a beautiful valley had ex 
fisted but a few hours before, rocks and 
mnd were piled up <to -the height of 
nine hundred feet. 
Three villages 


'were ingulfed in the ruins and at least 
ifive hundred inhabitants killed by fall- 
ling debris or drowned and cooked in 
jthe torrevte of boiling mud which 
•flowed down a valley to -a distance of 
mine miles. These facts were gleaned 
ifrom a report made by a visiting com- 
mittee appointed by the University of 
Tokto.—St Louis Republic. 


OtdMt Boot on Mathematics. 


' The oldest mathematical book in the 
world, which dates some four hundred 
.years back and was -written in Egypt, 
(Contains a rule for squaring the circle. 
The rule given is to shorten the diam- 
jeter by a ninth, and on the line to 
obtained to construct a square, and 
(this, though far from being exact, is 
'near enough for most practical pur- 
poses. Since then the amateur sqnarer 
of the circle has been ;a thorn in the 
side of the professional mathematician. 
.Learned societies at last, in pure self- 
defense, made a rule that all solutions 
of the problem sent to •them should, 
'without examination, be -consigned to 
theflaaes. In the last century a French- 
iman named Mathnlns was so sure that 
'he had succeeded in squaring the cir- 
icle that he differed a reward of 61,000 to 
anyone who proved his solution was 
.erroneous. It was shown to be erro- 
neous, if taA to his own satisfaction, at 
least to that of the court's, and he had 
to pay the money. Mathematicians 
[have long been convinced ttfat the 
isolation was impossible, bnt His only 


(a few years since they were able to 
demonstrate this. A German profess- 
or named Landmann published in 1883, 
;a demonstration that was accepted by 
•the scientific world as satisfactory, so 
:that wonld-he squaron of the circle 
;may now rest from their laborers, see- 
ing that it has been mathematically 
'proved that the thing cannot be done. 
—Engineers' Gazette.

When the roll was completed MT. 


Qnitman. of New York, arose and of- 
fered the names of the contesting 
1 delegates from the first district of New 
York city, and Mr. Austin, of Albany, 
presented the names of the contestants 
in the third Albany district 
Both 


contests were referred to the commit- 
tee on credentials. 


Mr. Brookfield then presented the 


name of Lemuel E. Qnigg, congressman 
from New York city, as the selection 
of the state committee for temporary 
chairman. He was unanimously se- 
lected. 


Mr. Quigg was given arousing recep- 


tion, and his remarks upon taking the 
chair were punctuated with applause. 


Senator Lexow, who had -a seat in 


the front row with the Orange delega- 
tion, was a close listener to the allu- 
sions to the police department of New 
York city. 


In the midst of Mr Qntgg'e address 


he paused and announced om the au- 
thority of the United Press that Oov. 
Plower had withdrawn his name, and 
wonld not be the democratic candi- 
date. The announcement wasroceived 
with laughter and applause. 


Committees on permanent organiza- 


tion, credentials and resolutions were 
then appointed, after which, at 1.40 p 
m., a recess until 4:80 was taken.

tary of the navy, was then recognized, 
and, going to the platform amid a 
storm of applause, proceeded in a ring- 
ing speech to place in nomination Hon. 
Levi f. Morton. 


In concluding his remarks 
Gen. 


Tracy said: 
"It is our duty to place in nomina- 


tion to-day a man who is not only able 
to carry tie state, but who will win a 
victory of such magnificent propor- 
tions as to satisty the people of the na- 
tion and the people of the commercial 
world tihat the republicans are coming 
back to power in 1890 and are coming 
back to stay. That man is the Hon. 
bevi P. Morton." 


When Gen. Tracy named Mr. Morton 


there was cheering and handclapping 
for over a minute. 


When Col. Michael Baxter, of Che- 


raumg, was recognized, he spoke from 
the platform and placed in nomination 
J. Sloat Fassett. 


When Senator Fassett's name was 


first .mentioned by Col. Baxter there 
was a hubbub of applause, confined 
mainly to the galleries, and continued, 
varied with cheers, for three minutes. 
Every repetition of the name brought 
•fresh applause. 


Gen. Stewart L. Woodford, of Kings; 


Hon. E. A. Nash, of Cattaraugus. and 
Judge Leslie W. EnsseH were also 
placed in nomination. 


The first ballot resulted: Morton, 


•6J2K, Fassett, 69; Woodford, 40; But- 
•terfield, 29; Russell, SO; Bliss, 40K; 
Arkell, 1. 


The result was not announced, but 


it was apparent that Mr. Morton had 
an overwhelming majority, and, amid 
cheers, Silas B. Duteher moved that 
the nomination be made unanimous. 
"The motion was seconded by Col. Bax- 
ter, who nominated Mr. Fassett. 


Then there were shouts for Famett. 


'The redoubtable young chieftain from 
Chemung stood on a chair, and, after 
the delegates had shouted themselves 
hoarse, he said: 


"The republican platform is plat- 


form enough for me. I know of only 
one will, and that is the freely-ex- 
pressed will of 732 republicans of the 
state of New York. You have chosen a 
wise and experienced general. Like 
him, I stand ready to be promoted to 
be a brigadier general or to serve in 
the ranks. The man you have selected 
is an older, and a wiser and a more ex- 
perienced soldier than I I can only 
say that in the ranks I stand ready to 
follow wherever he may direct " 


Mr. Fassett was followed by Gen. 


Butterfleld, Col. S V Cmger, of New 
York, on behalf of Mr. Bliss, Judge 
Leslie Bussell and Gen. Stewart L. 
Woodfoud, who each seconded the mo- 
tion to make the nomination of Mr. 
Morton unanimous. When all these 
had been heard it was after 8:30, and a 
recess was taken until 10 p. m. 


The convention reassembled at 10-25 


p. m , and nominated Charles T. Sax- 
ton, of Wayne county, for lieutenant 
governor, and Albert Haight, of Erie, 
for judge of the court of appeals 


The convention then, at 2 12 a. m. 


adjourned sine die.

STRANGE HALLUCINATION. 


An Aged Maniac Create* Pandemonium on 
the Streets of Cleveland. 


CLEVELAND, O., Sept. 18.— At 9 o'clock 


•this evening the pedestrians on Supe- 
rior street and the public square were 
startled by the appearance of a man, 
apparently 60 years old, walking rap- 
idly in the direction of the river in a 
state of utter nudity. • For a few min- 
utes pandemonium reigned supreme, as 
the dishevelled and wild appearance 
of the man was sufficient to terrify all 
those who were inclined to interfere 
Women screamed and took to their 
heels. The police were conspicuous by 
their absence, and as the crowd aug- 
mented in numbers two gentlemen ac- 
costed and struggled with the maniac. 


At times the old man would break 


away and endeavor to tear down elec- 
tric poles. He was carried to the cen- 
tral police station, where fits of vio- 
lence occurred that necessitated the 
combined strength of seven men to 
overcome.4 His fite of insanity were in- 
termingled with periods of conscious- 
ness, and at those times he would en- 
treat the officers to end his life. 


Physicians were summoned and ad- 


ministered opiates. They were unabje 
to diagnose the case, pronouncing It a 
new and peculiar form of insanity. 
During a period of consciousness he 
gave his name as William Gorman, and 
said he gained a subsistence by ped- 
dling combs. He labored under the 
hallucination that his children were 
wealthy, and that they had turned 
him ont upon the world.

Counnnra, O., Sept. 18r—The adher- 


ents of Senator Calvin 8. Briee will 
control the democratic state conven- 
tion to-morrow by 2 to 1. This much 
is certain. But the opposition to the 
junior senator and which ia based upon 
his anti-administration course in the 
recent tariff contest, is compact, ag- 
gressive and under good leadership, 
and because it is outnumbered it does 
not follow that it will accept the 
peace-and-harmony programme of the 
Briceites without putting its protest 
on record. Much depends upon the 
action of the committee on reeolu< 
tions, which went into conference 
at 9 o'clock with every prospect 
of 
an all-night 
session. 
If 
the 


representatives of the senator upon 
this committee will agree to a resolu- 
tion unqualifiedly indorsing President 
Cleveland, together with the adminis- 
tration tariff bill, and expressing re- 
gret that it had to give way to the sen- 
ate substitute, the opposition will be 
content; otherwise, according to the 
present programme; there will be a 
minority report, in which the sena- 
tor's coarse will be handled without 
gloves, and a fight will be precipitated 
on the floor of the convention. In this 
event, so say the minority, many of 
those now counted as among the sena- 
tor's supporters will put themselves on 
record with the other side. 


To-night the antis have given up all 


hope of controlling the convention, 
and will be content if they succeed in 
forcing an expression of their opinions 
upon the record. 


About the coolest man of the crowd 
that besieged the Neil house, in and 
out, was Senator Brice himself. He 
arrived from the east shortly before 4 
o'clock, and established himself 1n the 
parlor from which John Sherman con- 
ducted his last and most memorable 
senatorial campaign. 
Here he was 


"in" to all comers; but the senator 
avoided all reference to the fight 
against him. 


To the United Press representative 


he said he knew nothing of the griev- 
ances of his opponents beyond what he 
had read in the papers. "I am giving 
myself no uneasiness," he said, "upon 
this or any other matter connected 
with the convention. These people 
seem to have some kind of responsibil- 
ity running loose that they would like 
to fasten upon me. I don't know why 
they should, and I can't say that I am 
prepared to accept the responsibility. 
As for the convention, with whatever 
it does, I shall, as a loyal democrat, be 
in full accord."- 


The silver question is another bone 


of contention. 
For several months 


past a number of leading members of 
the party, both on the platform and 
throogh literature, have been advo- 
cating the free-coinage doctrine* A 
resolution to this end has been pre- 
pared for submission to the platform 
committee by Allen W. Thurman, son 
of thj6 Old Roman.

THE KERRVILLE LYNCHING. 


The Mo»t Important Teatbnoar Yet De- 


veloped In the Rate. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., Sept. 16.—The most 


important testimony yet developed In 
the case of the lynching of the six 
negro prisoners charged with barn- 
burning was brought out yesterday in 
a proceeding of habeas corpus before 
Judge Cooper of the criminal court, 
on an application for bail on behalf of 
Mike Strickfadden, one of the thirteen 
men now under indictment for the 
lynching.

McCarver testified that on Wednesday, 
before the bloody affair, he and his 
brother Ed met Ned Smith, Jim Sisley 
and Frank Berry, and the three men 
invited them to take part in the lynch- 
ing which they said had been arranged. 
They told McCarver that Richardson, 
the deputy sheriff, who had that day 
sworn ont the warrants against the 
six negroes, would deliver them into 
the hands of the mob while on the way 
from Kerrville to Memphis. The Me- 
Carvers decided to have nothing to do 
with it.

BY HELIOGRAPH. 


The World's Record for Long-Dlitanoe 


Signaling Badly Broken. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 19.—Gen. Greeley, 


chief of the signal service, has re- 
ceived from Capt. Glassford, of the 
signal corps, a heliographic message 
from Mount Uncompabgre, Col., over 
a range of 183 miles between Mount 
Uncompahgre, Col.,.and Mount Ellen, 
Utah. This remarkable faat of trans- 
mitting messages by gun flashes was 
made by means of the signal corps 
heliograph and breaks the world's rec- 
ord for regular communication by a 
distance of fifty-eight miles. 


The greatest previous distant com- 


munication by heliograph was under 
Col. Volkmar, between Lookout Peak 
and Mount Graham, a distance of 125 
miles. Between the islands of Mau- 
ritius and Reunion, a distance of 117 
miles, is the greatest foreign record. 


Capt Glassford' has been officially 


complimented by Gen. Greeley for his 
indefatigable exertions and successful 
arrangements whereby this unprece- 
dented work has been done.

and Utah express and passenger train 
No. 5, west-bound from Chicago, was 
attacked by bandits near this station 
at 2:30 this morning. 
The railway 


company had an armed posse of detec- 
tives on the train and was fully pre- 
pared for the attack. 


After a battle of twenty minutes 


duration with the detectives, who had 
been placed on the train at Chicago, the 
bandits were routed and escaped to the 
woods. During the fusiladejabout fifty 
shots were exchanged. 


"Dad" Presnott, the engineer, who 


lives at Topeka, received a flesh wound 
in the shoulder. Aside from this, no- 
body, as far as known, was hurt 
The 


work of the bandits came to naught, 
for the heavy amount of money known 
to be aboard the train was untouched 
and the passengers unmolested. 


The bandits were pursued by the 


Santa Fe detectives, who gave them 
"battle. 
At Memphis, Mo., two of 


them were captured. Their names are 
Charlfts Abrams and Lincoln Overfield. 
Abrams is badly wounded. 


The raid was planned three weeks 


ago, but not put Into execution until 
this morning. When the train left 
Chicago at 5 o'clock last evening rail- 
road and express detectives, all walk- 
ing arsenals, climbed on at every sta- 
tion. Chief Detective J. J. Kenney of 
the Santa Pe, with C. G. Montgomery, 
his right-hand man, boarded it at 
Joliet. At Streator they were joined 
by two more men, who have been pa- 
trolling the road for twenty days. J. 
A. Matthews, who has been acting as 
a spy in the robbers' camp and getting 
the news of the robbers' plans, put in 
an appearance at Galesburg. 


He brought news that the bandits 


met early in 4he day and decided to 
leave then- hiding place near Memphis, 
Mo., at 6:30 o'clock last night, and 
make an attempt to get rich at the ex- 
pense of the express company. They 
expected to make a haul of at least 
850,000, the Monday run being always 
much heavier than any other day of 
the week. 
Out from between two high embank- 


ments just one mile from Gorin sped 
the train. Then came tfae crack of the 
looked-for signal. There was but one, 
which told that the spy was on duty. 
A moment more and a shrill, sharp 
whistle gave token the engineer had 
heard the torpedo, and, almost before 
his hand left the valve, across the 
tracks, not fifty yards away, swung a 
red light. A grinding of wheels along 
the rails told the air had been applied, 
and within twenty seconds from the 
explosion of the torpedo the train was 
at a standstill. 
From the dense undergrowth north 


of the track came four fprms. The face 
of each was hidden by a black mask. 
One, more agile than the rest, rushed 
to the engine almost before his com- 
panions could reach the express car. 
He carried a rifle, and when within ten 
feet of the tender brought It to his 
shoulder, pointed it at "Dad" Prescott, 
the white-haired engineer, and as he 
shouted "Hold up your hands," pulled 
the trigger. 
His aim was true, and "Dad" fell to 


the flo«r of his cab with a bullet in his 
right shoulder. 
With one bound Kinney gained the 


top of the tender, and, bringing his 
gun to his shoulder, sent a shower of 
shot almost in the face of the masked 
individual. 


How the bandit escaped the bullets 


is a mystery. But he did and made 
for the woods- 
Pursuit of the disappointed robbers 


was at once begun, and after a hard 
ride of fifteen miles by the posse, Chas. 
Abrams, who was severely wounded, 
and Lincoln Overfleld were captured at 
a point about fifteen miles across .the 
country from the scene of the hold-up.

A* t ad accident, resulting, in the death 


of Michael Knobloch, happened lost 
evening at 0:55 o'clock at thc< intereec- 
t ion-of East Eldorado and Front streets. 
Mr. Knobloch had been suffering of late 
with rheumatism and had purchased a 
bicycle, thinking tbe exercia* received in 
that manner would beneflfc hi* health, 
Yesterday afternoon just as. Electric oar 
No. 22, rounded the corner from the 
depot Michael mounted, his 'wheel and 
riding into the street up behind the car, 
trailed along for ten or twenty feet 
About the same time car Ko. 13 was ap- 
proaching the east, but ii is thought 
Knobloch knew nothing oi it, for juSt as 
one car passed the other Knobloch was 
seen to turn suddenly to the left and 
run in front of the car from the east. He 
threw up his hand as if to Catch,the oar 
but fell to the track. The car waa 
stopped within ten feet, but not until 
the front trucks had passed over Knob- 
loch's body. He was picked up from 
between the wheels and; carried to his 
place of business, which, was only a few 
feet distant, and Dr. Kennedy was sum- 
moned. The doctor responded at once, 
but the unfortunate man was beyond all 
earthly aid. He died, in five minutes 
after being taken into the bakery. 
Both legs were 
broken in several 


places, his breast waa crushed in 
and his body bruised 
and 
there 


was a bad wound on his forehead. 


The deceased was the senior member 


of the bakery firm of Knoblooh Bros., 
and was 28 years of age.] (He was a 
Modern Woodman. He leaves one 
brother, John, of Decatur, two sisters, 
who live in Chicago, and a. father and 
mother in the old country.
